Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentleoaen, 

I present  herewith  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1969  on  the  health 
and  environmental  circumstances  of  the  District. 

It  conforms  to  the  requirements  of  the  Department  of  Health. 

The  mid-year  population  of  the  Rural  District  is  estimated  to  be 
39,550  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  1,440o  The  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  amounted  to  328. 

Seven  infants  died  under  the  age  of  12  months,  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  Hate  of  10.0  compared  with  England  and  Wales  of  18.  A Of  these 
seven  infants,  four  were  under  four  weeks  old  at  the  time  of  death. 

The  illegitimate  births  were  4*85^  of  the  total  births  compared  with 
a national  average  of  8$, 

Of  the  total  of  354  deaths,  75  were  caused  by  cancerous  growths,  the 
commonest  site  being  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchi  which  caused  18  deaths. 
The  importance  of  cigarette  smoking  as  a cause  of  lung  cancer  is  thus 
illustrated. 

Deaths  due  to  heart  and  circxilatory  diseases  numbered  109  of  which 
64  were  due  to  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease, 

In  the  present  state  of  knowledge  of  the  causation  of  J^fil'opa:^ 
insiifficiency  and  thrombosis,  the  most  that  can  be  said  is  that  statistically 
there  is  a connection  between  cigarette  smoking  and  these  deaths. 
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Vaccination  against  measles  was  interrupted  during  the  year  by 
the  withdrawal  of  the  supply  of  vaccine » 

The  report  includes  a summary  of  the  valuable  work  of  environmental 
control  performed  by  Public  Health  Inspectors* 

I would  like  to  acknowledge  the  work  of  the  clerical  staff  so 
willingly  and  cheerfully  given. 

May  I thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  for  her  help  and  encouragement 
fiuid  the  clerk  and  other  bfficers  for  their  friendly  co-operation.

There  were  7 additions  to  the  Register  during  1969*  Of  these 
Additions  5 were  new  notifications  of  Tuberculosis,  and  1 was 
a notified  case  who  had  come  to  live  in  the  District  and  1 was 
restored  to  the  Register. 

Of  the  19  removals  from  the  Register,  12  were  considered  to  have 
recovered  from  the  disease;  and  there  were  4 deaths  whilst  3 cases 
moved  out  of  the  District  to  other  addresses.

The  charge  for  the  service  is  5/3d  P«r  hour,  but  where  the  applicant 
is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s  scale  of  assistance 
is  applied. 

The  vsdue  of  this  service  is  very  great  to  the  community  and  leads 
to  a considerable  saving  in  hospital  beds  etc,,  and  thereby  a great 
saving  financially  to  the  community,

Mr, Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  plea^re  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  work  done  by  your 
Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  year  1969, 

The  year  was  a difficult  one  for  the  Department,  The  first  half  of 
the  year  was  dominated  by  the  serious  illness  and  death  in  May  of  the  late 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr, T, Allwood  (referred  to  in  my  previous 
report)  with  consequent  staff  shortage  which  was  not  resolved  until  March 
of  the  following  year. 

During  the  year  the  population  of  the  District  has  increased  by 
and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  by  4»5%*  These  rates  are  low  compared 
with  the  previous  years.  Since  the  Census  of  1961  the  population  has  grown 
from  25,164  to  an  estimated  39j»550  - an  increase  of  57»2^ 

The  Council's  established  policy  of  replacing  Fore  and  Aft  refuse 
collection  vehicles  with  50,cu,yd,  compression  vehicles  continues.  At 
the  end  of  1969  four  rounds  were  equipped  with  the  latter  type  and  orders 
had  been  placed  for  two  further  vehicles  (to  be  put  into  service  in  early 
1970)  to  bring  the  two  remaining  rounds  up  to  date.  This  policy  has  proved 
to  be  far  sighted  - the  quantity  of  refuse  now  dealt  with  is  estimated  at 
250  tons  per  week  and  has  a steadily  increasing  bulk  as  more  and  more 
packaging  materials  are  used. 

This  packaging  material  is  mainly  paper  and  to  deal  with  it  a new 
continuous  baling  machine  has  been  installed.  The  immediate  aim  is  to 
achieve  a monthly  salvage  rate  of  60  tons.  This  is  a considerable  undertaking 
but  can  be  done,  and  will  produce  an  income  of  approximately  £7,000  per 
annum. 

The  balipg  and  sale  of  so  much  bulky  material  represents  a considerable 
saving  in  storage  space  (estimated  at  £1  per  cubic  yard).  This  saving 
is  vital  to  us  at  the  present  time  because  our  present  tip  is  filling 
rapidly  and  will  no  longer  be  usable  after  another  12  months,  Negotdtions 
are  in  hand  for  the  use  of  another  tipping  site  adjacent  to  the  present 
one. 


The  end  of  the  year  1969  was  marked  by  the  London  dustmoris  strike  and 
its  aftermath.  Various  Authorities  throughout  the  country  suffered  from 
sympathy  strikes  - including  Nottingham,  Whilst  this  District  was  not  directly 
affected  by  strikes  or  work  to  rule  tactics,  signs  of  unrest  appeared.  There 
was  an  increase  in  absence  from  work  (mainly  due  to  illness)  and  these  staff 


shortages  have  continued  through  1970o  The  maintenance  of  a weekly  refuse 
collection  has  been  achieved  but  at  the  e3q)ense  of  other  services  such  as 
District  Cleansing,  Salvage  and  Cesspool  Ikptying,  and  at  increased  expense 
on  overtime. 

Councils  are  faced  with  an  increasing  wage  bill  and  as  labour  costs  rise 
they  must  look  to  , Iternative  systems  of  collection  to  contain  those  costs; 
and  if  the  lot  of  the  operative  can  be  improved  at  the  same  time,  so  much  the 
better.  One  such  system  is  the  use  of  bin  liners  (either  of  plastic  or  paper 
and  a start  should  be  made  on  an  experimental  basis  on  outlying  properties. 

The  system,  if  successful  could  then  be  extended  throughout  the  Rui^  areas 
progressing  to  the  more  Urbanised  areas.  It  is  not  generally  realised  that 
in  the  course  of  his  days  work,  a refuse  collector  will  walk  between  12  and 
15  miles  a day;  he  will  also  lift  nearly  two  tons  of  refuse  a distance  of 
4 ft.  In  addition  he  will  lift  one  ton  of  metal  (the  dustbin)  through  the 
same  distance. 

The  use  of  bin  liners  will  eliminate  tliis  last  unnecessary  expenditure 
of  energy  and  will  nearly  halve  the  walking  time  for  the  same  task. 

Despite  steiff  shortages,  routine  meat  and  food  inspection  and  visits  to 
shops,  offices,  food  premises  and  factories  etc.,  have  been  continued.  The 
growth  of  the  District  has  brought  a steady  increase  in  the  numbers  of  shops 
and  commercial  premises  requiring  visits. 

My  grateful  thanks  to  all  the  Members  of  the  Council;  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health;  and  to  all  the  Members  of  the  Health  Department;  both 
Officers  and  Workmen  for  their  help  and  support  at  all  times.
